I.P.U.  Schemes  Outlined. — Addressing  a

burglary  claims  against  the  Chemists' 
Mutual  Insurance  had  considerably  in- 
creased, as  not  only  were  burglars  attracted 
by  "quota"  preparations,  but  they  ap- 
peared to  know  when  deliveries  had  been 
made.  In  spite  of  this  the  cover  was  un- 
diminished. He  felt  that  recent  criticism 
of  the  Joint  Industrial  Council  agreement 
was  untimely,  as  the  J.I.C.,  formed  at  the 
specific  request  of  the  Government,  and 
with  a  mandate  from  members,  had  per- 
formed a  difficult  pioneer  task.  The  scale 
could  be  reviewed,  and  if  necessary  revised, 
at  the  expiration  of  a  year.  A  new  N.P.U. 
venture,  the  business-purchase  and  guar- 
antee fund,  had  the  worthy  object  of 
maintaining  good  private  businesses  in 
individual  hands,  and,  while  the  scheme 
was  open  to  manufacturers  and  whole- 
salers, the  bulk  of  donations  and  loans 
should  be  in  the  hands  of  independent 
proprietor  pharmacists,  as  they  had  most 
to  gain  by  keeping  competition  within 
their  own  ranks.  No  set  figure  for  remunera- 
tion under  the  New  Health  Service  had 
been  prepared,  as  the  extent  of  the  service 
that  would  be  required  was  not  known. 
Only  a  return  worthy  of  the  service  given 
would  be  considered.  A  vote  of  thanks  to 
the  speaker  was  proposed  by  Mr.  H.  C.

iditions.  The  position  should  have  be- 
ne easier,  but  he  was  arranging  for 
iveries  to  be  expedited  where  necessary. 

Government  Grants  to  Universities. — The 
ancellor  of  the  Exchequer  (Sir  J.  Ander- 
.)  stated  on  February  13  that  the  Uni- 
sity  Grants  Committee  had  recommended 
at  the  present  annual  vote  for  the  univer- 
ies  of  £2,149,000  should  be  increased,  for 
ch  of  the  next  two  financial  years,  by  the 
dition  of  ^2,doo,ooo  for  general  university 
eposes,  ^1,000,000  for  developments  in 
e  medical  schools  arising  out  of  the  recom- 
sndations  of  the  Interdepartmental  Com- 


mittee on  Medical  Schools,  and  ^500,000  for 
grants  for  teaching  hospitals,  as  recom- 
mended by  that  Committee.  The  Govern- 
ment, said  Sir  John,  had  decided  to  accept 
the  recommendations.  The  question  of  the 
grant  for  future  years  would  need  to  be 
reviewed  at  the  end  of  the  period. 

Distribution  of  Industry. — Sir  J.  Nail 
asked  the  President  of  the  Board  of  Trade 
on  February  13  upon  what  authority  his 
department  was  directing  industrialists  to 
transfer  extensions  of  existing  works  to 
areas  remote  from  the  existing  works  or  to 
set  up  new  works  in  areas  which  the  manu- 
facturer concerned  considered  to  be  less 
suitable  for  his  particular  enterprise.  Mr. 
Dalton  declared  that  the  Government  was 
not  directing  industrialists  to  particular 
parts  of  the  country.  The  Board  of  Trade, 
however,  in  accordance  with  Chapter  III 
of  the  White  Paper  on  Employment  Policy, 
was  inviting  the  attention  of  industrialists 
who  were  looking  for  premises  to  areas 
which  needed  a  greater  diversity  of  indus- 
try. Mr.  Dalton  said  he  hoped  soon  to 
introduce  a  Bill  on  Distribution  of  Industry. 
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STRYCHNINE  IN  WORM  POWDER 


A  settlement  was  announced  before  the 
president  in  the  High  Court,  Dublin,  on 
February  15,  in  an  action  brought  by  Mrs. 
Kathleen  Phelan,  Highrath,  co.  Kilkenny, 
claiming  damages  on  her  own  behalf  and 
on  behalf  of  her  six  children  against  Ayrton, 
Saunders  &  Co.  (Dublin),  Ltd.,  manufac- 
turing chemists,  44  North  Lotts,  Dublin, 
and  Stephen  Keane,  druggist,  42  High 
Street,  Kilkenny.  The  death  of  her  husband 
was  caused,  she  alleged,  from  the  effect  of 
strychnine  contained  in  a  powder  which 
Phelan  purchased  at  Keane's  store.  Mrs. 
Phelan  stated  that  on  June  19,  1943,  her 
husband  purchased  a  worm  powder  which 
Mr.  Keane  mixed ;  in  the  powder  were 
included  certain  crystals  supplied  by 
Messrs.  Ayrton,  Saunders  in  the  ordinary 
course  of  business.  On  the  night  of  June  20, 
her  husband  took  a  dose  of  the  worm 
powder  and  died  within  a  few  hours.  She 
alleged  that,  owing  to  the  negligence  of 
one  or  other,  or  both,  of  the  defendants, 
the  crystals  or  powder  mixed  in  the  worm 
powder  were  in  fact  strychnine,  and  that 
strychnine  caused  the  death  of  her  husband. 
The  negligence  alleged  against  Messrs. 
Ayrton,  Saunders  was  that  they  (a)  sent 
to  Mr.  Keane  a  bottle  containing  strychnine, 
but  labelled  "santonin,"  the  contents  of 
which  they  ought  to  have  known  would  be 
used  in  the  compounding  of  powders  to  be 
taken  internally  for  medicinal  purposes; 
(b)  sent  the  bottles  insufficiently  or  im- 
properly labelled  ;  (c)  enclosed  strychnine, 
a  poison,  and  santonin,  a  medicine  to  be 
taken  internally,  in  the  same  parcel  without 
proper  distinguishing  marks,  such  as  differ- 
ent types  of  bottles,  or  proper  labelling; 
(d)  sent  strychnine  in  a  bottle  labelled 
santonin. 

Against  Mr.  Keane  she  alleged  that  (a) 
being  a  skilled  chemist  who  knew,  or  ought 
to  have  known,  the  similarity  between  the 
crystals  of  strychnine  and  santonin,  he  failed 
to  carry  out  any  test  to  ascertain  whether 
the  crystals  that  he  was  including  in  the 
compound  to  be  sold  to  Mr.  Phelan  were  in 
fact  santonin ;  (b)  he  mixed  a  compound 
without  any  proper  precaution ;  (c)  he  took 
no  proper  precautions  upon  receipt  of  the 
bottle  from  Messrs.  Ayrton,  Saunders  to 
ascertain  whether  the  crystals  contained 
in  the  bottle  were  santonin  or  not ;  (d)  he 
failed  to  keep  a  dangerous  poison,  namely 
strychnine,  separate  from  other  chemical 
substances,  or  to  keep  it  properly  labelled, 
or  in  a  safe  place,  so  that  it  could  not 
become  mixed  with  harmless  substances; 


(e)  he  failed  to  keep  strychnine  prope 
labelled,  or  distinguishable;  (/)  he  mh 
strychnine  in  fatal  quantities  with  a  me 
cine  sold  by  him  to  be  taken  internally 
the  deceased. 

Messrs.  Ayrton,  Saunders,  in  their  defen 
denied  every  allegation  of  negligence.  Tt 
denied  that  they  supplied  any  crystals 
powder  to  Mr.  Keane,  and  denied  that  1 
late  Mr.  Phelan  purchased  from  Mr.  Kea 
any  crystals  or  powder  sent  or  delivered 
them  to  Mr.  Keane.  They  further  plead 
that  the  death  of  Mr.  Phelan  was  not  cau: 
by  any  of  the  acts  or  matters  complained 
Mr.  Keane,  in  his  defence,  denied  that 
late  Mr.  Phelan  purchased  from  him 
his  personal  use  a  worm  powder,  as  allegi 
or  that  he  mixed  a  powder  for  him.  Alt 
natively  he  pleaded  that  if  he  mixed  or  s< 
any  worm  powder  to  him  such  worm  powc 
included  crystals  or  powder  supplied  to  h 
by  Messrs.  Ayrton,  Saunders  in  the  ord: 
ary  way  of  business.  He  denied  that  1 
crystals  or  powder  were  strychnine,  01 
dangerous  or  any  poison,  or  that  th 
caused  the  death  of  the  late  Mr.  Phel 
He  further  denied  that  if  they  were  stry< 
nine,  or  any  poison,  or  that  he  was  gui 
of  any  negligence  in  mixing  or  includi 
same  in  the  worm  powder.

hat  Is  Expected? 

What  is  it  that  the  six  councillors  want  ? 
J  your  readers  know,  the  Council  has 
quested  the  Minister  of  Health  "to  set 
)  a  department  to  supervise  advertising 
medicines  and  medical  and  surgical 
>pliances\"  How  would  such  a  depart- 
ent  be  organised  ?  It  is  sincerely  to  be 
>ped  that  the  Council  would  never  consent 
becoming  a  catspaw  for  any  Government 
apartment  in  such  a  matter.  If  that  ever 
ippened,  the  cry  of  "self-interest"  would 
!  raised,  and  probably  in  more  than  one 
larter.  We  should  be  told  that  the  till  of 
I  retailer,  not  the  public  interest,  was 


the  causative  factor.  We  can  all  agree  that 
sales  of  proprietary  medicines  should,  as 
the  councillors'  letter  states,  be  restricted 
to  pharmacists;  but  control  of  advertising 
is  a  separate  subject.  If  the  Ministry  of 
Health  ever  thinks  this  control  necessary, 
and  Parliament  agrees,  let  the  Ministry 
appoint  its  own  Rhadamanthus,  or  more 
than  one.  The  Ministry  is  more  likely,  I 
believe,  to  endorse  your  remark  that  "it 
seems  unnecessary  to  employ  sledge- 
hammer tactics  to  crack  the  nut"  of  a  few 
medicines  of  small  importance.  The  final 
sentence  of  the  councillors'  letter  suggests 
hasty  composition.  That  pharmacists  as 
a  body  "should  have  an  enlightened  policy 
in  regard  to  proprietary  medicines"  is  a 
praiseworthy  sentiment :  it  does  not 
follow  that  it  "will  command  public 
respect." 

Silent  Councillors 

One  phrase  in  your  editorial  article  on 
p.  171  suggests  a  marginal  note.  Writing 
of  Council  business  taken  "in  committee," 
you  describe  it  as  "a  process  that  cannot 
conduce  to  the  better  knowledge  of  Council 
activities  which  we  are  told  their  electors 
desire."  I  venture  to  add  that  this  comment 
may  be  applied  to  the  councillors  them- 
selves. In  this  section  I  have  on  occasion 
expressed  the  view  that  voters  at  Council 
elections  need  not  profess  ignorance  of  the 
candidates,  as  their' manifestoes  are  printed 
in  ample  time  for  consideration.  By  an 
irony  of  fate,  however,  these-  candidates, 
if  successful  at  the  poll,  enter  on  a  period 
of  silence  only  broken  by  visits  to  branch 
.meetings  and,  in  normal  times,  occasional 
speeches  at  social  functions.  We  are  thus 
confronted  with  the  paradox  that  they  are 
less  known  after  election  than  before  it. 
The  final  instalment  of  the  statements  of 
this  year's  candidates  (pp.  176-78)  gives 
point  to  this  remark.  If  the  coming  election 
results  in  the  addition  of  one  or  two  new 
members  to  the  Council,  I  shall  be  pleased  ; 
but  any  pleasure  of  this  kind  will  be  lessened 
by  the  thought  that  we  shall  not  read  much 
about  what  they  are  doing  in  their  new 
sphere.  Is  it  too  much  to  hope  that  the 
present  system  of  Council  procedure  may 
be  modified  ?  While  the  electors  realise, 
that  every  committee  report  does  not 
necessitate  discussion,  they  hope  to  see  a 
few  signs  of  life  when  reading  (or  trying  to 
read)  about  the  deliberations  that  take  place 
in  the  Council  meetings  of  the  Pharmaceu- 
tical Society.

to  the  naval  authorities.  At  the  end  of 
December  a  naval  doctor  called  at  the  home 
of  the  employee,  examined  him,  and  re- 
moved him  in  a  car ;  then  the  whole  matter 
came  to  light.  A  detective-sergeant  admitted 
that  the  recruiting  officer  had  entered  into 
corrupt  transactions  with  other  persons 
than  Mr.  Lloyd,  and  at  dates  earlier  than 
the  offence  committed  by  him.  For  Mr. 
Lloyd  it  was  submitted  that,  at  the  time  of 
the  offence,  he  was  undoubtedly  a  much 
respected  member  of  a  well-known  South 
Wales  family.  The  offence  was  not  pharma- 
ceutical, and  there  was  no  connexion 
between  the  law  relating  to  the  practice  of 
pharmacy  and  the  law  which  Mr.  Lloyd  had 
broken.  There  was  even  a  sense  in  which 
one  might  say  that  Mr.  Lloyd  felt  that  his 
duty  as  a  pharmacist  was  actually  in 
conflict  with  his  duty  as  a  good  citizen. 
As  the  learned  judge  had  said  at  the 
trial,  this  was  not  a  case  in  which  an  in- 
corrupt official  had  been  corrupted.  It  was 
submitted  there  was  nothing  before  the 
Committee  to  satisfy  them  that  Mr.  Lloyd 
could  not  now  be  trusted  to  continue  to 
manage  and  conduct  his  business. 

The  chairman  said  the  public  interest  had 
been  referred  to,  but  the  reputation  of  the 
Society  in  the  eyes  of  the  public  had  to  be 
considered. — Defending  counsel  said  that 
the  reputation  of  the  Society  depended,  in 
the  long  run,  as  much  upon  the  justice  of 
the  decisions  of  its  Statutory  Committee 
as  upon  anything  else. 

Announcing  the  Committee's  decision, 
the  chairman  said  it  was  a  most  difficult 
and  painful  case  for  them  to  decide.  But 
in  the  case  of  a  national  emergency  such  as 
they  had  been  passing  through  there  could, 
from  the  national  point  of  view,  be  few  more 
serious  offences  than  improperly  keeping 
out  of  the  Armed  Forces,  even  for  a  time, 
a  man  who  was  fit  for  service  in  those 
Forces.  It  was  true  that  in  one  sense  it 
would  be  to  the  advantage  of  the  local 
public  that  he  should  have  been  left  to 
keep  open  that  shop,  but  obviously  that 
might  be  said  to  be  of  advantage  to  the 
local  public  in  the  case  of  almost  every 
other  profession  or  business  throughout 
England.  The  Committee  had  to  consider 
how  the  reputation  of  the  pharmacists' 
profession  would  stand  if  their  own  Statu- 
tory Committee  failed  to  take  serious  notice 
of  a  member  who  committed  that  sort  of 
offence.

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RADIO-FREQUENCY  HEATING  AND  THE  FUTU 


FROM  Rotol  propellers  to  sterile  medica- 
ments is  to  all  appearances  a  far  cry, 
but  a  war-time  development  in  applied 
science  may  have  the  effect  of  subjecting 
both  classes  of  products  to  an  identical  pro- 
cess. When  most  of  the  sources  of  bauxite 
fell  to  the  enemy,  it  became  necessary  to 
develop  wooden-bladed  propellers  for  aero- 
planes, because  there  was  not  enough 
aluminium  to  make  them.  The  type  of 
wood  used,  known  as  "improved"  wood, 
was  actually  a  compressed  laminated 
material  obtained  by  heat  and  pressure 
from  alternating  layers  of  wood  and  glue 
and  plastic.  For  best  results  in  manu- 
facture the  temperature  throughout  the 
block  of  improved  wood  needed  to  be  as 
uniform  as  possible.  With  normal  con- 
duction heating,  this  was  impossible  to 
attain,  owing  to  the  temperature  gradient 
in  the  non-heat-conducting  material, 
which  means  that  the  temperature  at 
the  interior  of  the  mass  is  much  less 
than  that  at  the  surface  to  which  heat  is 
applied. 

Uniform  Heat  Throughout  the  Material 

To  overcome  these  serious  difficulties, 
recourse  was  had  to  a  method  first  sug- 
gested by  the  French  scientist  Leduc  in 
1935-  When  an  alternating  voltage  is 
applied  to  a  homogeneous  dielectric  (i.e. 
non-conducting)  material,  heat  is  generated 
uniformly  throughout.  To  secure  the 
greatest  heating,  the  highest  voltage  short 
of  sparking  through  the  material  would 
theoretically  be  applied.  Increase  in 
heating  can  also  be  achieved  by  increasing 
the  frequency  of  the  alternating  voltage. 
In  other  words,  the  voltage  needed  to 
achieve  the  same  rise  in  temperature  is 
reduced  in  inverse  ratio. 

Unless  there  were  substantial  advantages 
in  the  radio-frequency  method  for  certain 
types  of  operation  there  would  be  little 
point  in  using  it,  because  obviously  it 
cannot  be  claimed  that  radio-frequency 
methods  give  the  same  heating  with  less 
power — a  manifest  impossibility.  There 
are,  however,  important  advantages.  The 
first  is  that  a  homogeneous  material  is 
uniformly  heated  throughout  the  mass. 
In  practice,  there  is  a  superficial  loss  of 
heat  by  radiation  and  convection  so  that, 
by  contrast  with  normal  heating  methods, 
the  core  of  the  material  is  hotter  than  the 
surface,  an  effect  illustrated  in  diagrams  on 
this  page.  The  value  of  the  process  in

distance  at  Varying  Frequencies 

It  is  possible  to  explain  all  forms  of 
:ctric  heating  in  terms  of  the  resistance 
the  material  and  the  current  applied,  but 
is  is  by  no  means  constant  at  different 
quencies,  and  it  is  necessary  to  measure 
3  resistance  at  the  frequency  employed, 
le  resistance  of  a  metallic  conductor  to 
3  passage  of  electric  current  is  due  to  the 


collisions  of  free  electrons,  whilst  that  of 
water,  and  to  a  large  extent  that  of  other 
non-metallic  materials,  is  due  to  the  degree 
of  mobility  of  ions.  It  may  also,  in  part  at 
least,  be  due  to  rotations  of  polar  molecules 
or  groups  under  the  action  of  an  alternating 
field.  The  last  gives  rise  to  the  possibility 
of  changes  in  the  effective  resistance  of 
materials  at  different  frequencies  or  bands 
of  frequencies.  Such  changes  are  evidenced 
by  an  increase  in  the  electrical  power  factor 
shown  by  certain  materials  over  certain 
ranges  of  frequency. 

It  has  been  stated  that  radio-frequency 
heating  provides  a  means  of  producing  heat 
evenly  throughout  the  material  being- 
treated.  In  ideal  cases  this  is  so,  there  being 
no  temperature  gradient  from  outside 
inwards  as  necessarily  occurs  in  heating 
by  conduction  from  a  surrounding  heated 
medium.  In  practice,  a  number  of  condi- 
tions must  be  satisfied  for  heating  to  be 
even  throughout  the  mass.  These  are  : — - 

(a)  The  sample  must  have  an  '  even 
distribution  .  of  the  electric  field,  which'  is 
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difficult  to  achieve  for  samples  not  of  rela- 
tively simple  geometrical  shapes. 

(b)  The  electrical  properties  of  the 
material  (dielectric  constant  and  power 
factor)  must  be  uniform  throughout. 

(c)  The  sample  must  be  protected  from 
heat  losses  by  thermal  conduction  or 
radiation  from  the  surface  of  the  material. 
If  this  is  not  done,  the  outer  layers  tend  to 
end  up  cooler  than  the  inside. 

Differential  Heating 

The  amount  of  power  absorbed  by  a 
material  as  heat  is  proportional  to  the 
square  of  the  voltage  applied,  the  frequency 
of  the  oscillations,  the  electrical  capacity, 
and  the  power  factor  at  the  working  fre- 
quency. Hence,  in  a  non-homogeneous 
sample,  parts  of  which  have  a  higher  power 
factor  than  others,  the  latter  absorb  more 
heat.  In  many  cases  the  power  factor 
increases  with  temperature.  Thus  such 
portions  tend  to  absorb  more  and  more 
power  and  may  be  damaged  by  excessive 
temperature  before  sufficient  heat  has  been 
supplied  to  the  general  mass.  If  the 
individual  particle  size  is  small,  the  effect 
is  less  noticeable,  as  there  is  a  tendency  for 
equilibrium  to  be  established  by  thermal 
conduction  between  adjacent  particles.  The 
effect  is  often  advantageous,  as  with 
mixtures  of  powders  or  other  finely  divided 
material,  where  it  is  desired  to  heat  the 
mixture  evenly.  In  other  instances  it  may 
be  desired  to  heat  certain  ingredients  in 
the  mixture  more  than  others ;  for  example, 
to  kill  living  organisms,  such  as  insects, 
moulds,  or  bacteria  in  foodstuffs  or  medi- 
caments. If  the  organisms  possess  a  higher 
electrical  power  factor  than  the  general 
mass  in  which  they  are  situated,  it  is  pos- 
sible to  heat  them  to  a  greater  extent  than 
the  surrounding  material,  although,  if  their 
size  is  small,  equilibrium  may  become  estab- 
lished by  thermal  conduction  before  the 
desired  result  has  been  achieved.  The 
smaller  they  are,  the  more  difficult  does  the 
selective  heating  become.  Thus  there 
appears  to  be  little  hope  of  killing  bacteria 
without  rise  in  temperature  of  the  nutrient 
medium,  and  in  heating  substances  by 
radio-frequency  power  it  may  be  necessary 
to  employ  the  usual  sterilising  times  and 
temperatures.  Nevertheless,  one  important 
advantage  is  made  possible  by  the  high- 
frequency  method.  Since  the  interior  of 
the  mass  is  heated  to  the  same  extent  as 
the  outer  layers,  and  since  it  is  possible 
(generator  power  allowing)  to  heat  the 
whole  mass  rapidly,  there  is  an  important 
saving  in  time,  and  no  danger  of  the  outside 


being  "cooked"  more  than  the  inside,  i 
is  not  possible  to  heat  material  inside  met 
containers,  but  considerable  possibilities  a 
opened  up  if  'the  containers  are  of  glass  < 
other  suitable  non-metallic  material. 

Selective  heating  may  sometimes  be  use 
against  insect  infestation,  where  the  size 
the  insects  is  relatively  large,  by  applyii 
the  power  in  short  bursts,  so  that  tl 
temperature  of  the  interior  of  the  insec 
rises  rapidly  before  thermal  conductic 
can  establish  equilibrium. 

Many  materials  which  are  rather  po< 
thermal  conductors  may  be  easily  heatc 
by  radio-frequency  methods.  ExampLf 
are- animal  and  vegetable  fats,  especial] 
if  they  contain  moisture.  Mineral  oils  ar. 
so-called  waxes  are,  in  general,  both  po< 
thermal  conductors  and  have  also  lo 
electrical  power  factors.  The  paraffins,  f< 
example,  are  difficult  to  heat,  and  are  go- 
electrical  insulators  even  at  high  frequenci 

Arrangement  of  the  electrodes  for  appl; 
ing  radio-frequency  heating  must  va 
with  the  particular  task.  Proper  adjus 
ment  of  the  electrodes  materially  assis' 
even  distribution  of  the  electric  field,  ,  an 
hence  the  heating.  In  many  instances  it 
not  necessary  for  the  electrodes  to  be  i 
actual  contact  with  the  load.  The  high 
the  frequency  employed  at  a  given  voltag< 
the  wider  the  permissible  air-gap  und 
any  given  set  of  conditions. 

Questions  of  Cost 

Whilst  the  initial  cost  of  the  generat 
is  necessarily  high  per  kilowatt  outpi 
rating,  and  the  power  conversion  factor  : 
about  50  per  cent.,  other  factors  may  we 
offset  this  consideration.  For  instance,  t* 
rapid  heating  that  can  be  achieved  save 
both  time  and  radiation  losses  from  hot  ga, 
steam,  or  plates  used  in  other  method 
losses  which  sometimes  far  exceed  the  he~ 
actually  transferred  to  the  material.  Th 
power  can,  in  fact,  be  concentrated  in  th 
desired  parts  of  the  material  and  not  waste 
in  heating  unnecessary  parts.  Many  dryin 
problems  can  be  solved  with  considerabl 
saving  in  floor  space  and  time,  and, 
desirable,  radio-frequency  heating  can  t 
used  to  supplement  some  other  heatin 
process — for  example,  to  pre-heat  rapidl 
a  mass  which  can  thereafter  be  maintaine 
on  temperature  by  an  oven  or  other  mean 
after  adjustment  to  prevent  radiation  an 
conduction  losses  only.  [The  above  not( 
on  the  process  have  been  supplied  b 
Mr.  E.  C.  Stanley  (Rediffusion,  Ltd 
London).

esent  Complicated  Arrangements 

Existing  authorities  responsible  for  in- 
strial  health  services  include  the  Home 
fice  (the  principal  authority  in  peace- 
ne),  most  of  whose  industrial  health 
notions  have  been  handed  over  since  the 
tbreak  of  war  to  the  Ministry  of  Labour 
d  National  Service;  the  Ministry  of 
pply,  which,  in  its  capacity  of  factory 
lployer,  has  now  developed  a  medical 
rvice  on  its  own  account;  and  the 
inistry  of  Fuel  and  Power,  which  has 
50  provided  its  own  medical  service, 
le  Committee  anticipates  that  a  further 
ntral  medical  staff  will  be  set  up  under  the 
m  Ministry  of  National  Insurance,  with 
J  result  that  there  may  be,  after  the  war, 
\  least  seven  Government  departments, 
ith  independent  medical  staffs,  "all  im- 
)sing  duties  upon  a  bewildered  and 
irassed  profession  at  the  periphery,  and 
1  prescribing  report  forms  of  their  own 
jvising."  One  of  the  immediate  require- 
ents  of  the  people  of  Britain  is  considered 
i  be  industrial  health  service  provision, 
)t  only  for  large  and  complex  industrial 
>ncerns,  but  also  for  small  factories  and 
ork-places,  the  building  industry,  trans- 


port services,  offices,  hotels  and  catering 
establishments.  The  family  doctor  is 
looked  upon  as  having  a  vital  part  to  play 
as  part-time  industrial  health  officer,  after 
receiving  special  training.  On  the  consultant 
level  it  is  proposed  that  there  should  be 
a  nation-wide  service  of  medical  officers 
who  have  specialised  in  occupational 
diseases  and  industrial  health.  During 
1938  nearly  20,000  workers  in  Great  Britain, 
or  their  dependants,  received  compensation 
for  disablement  caused  by  industrial 
disease,  but  about  fifteen  times  as  many 
working  hours  were  lost  from  non-industrial 
sickness  and  accident  as  from  occupational 
accident  and  disease.  The  objectives  of  an 
industrial  health  service,  therefore,  take  in 
the  promotion  of  workers'  general  health 
by  providing  a  good  working  environment 
and  fitting  workers  into  that  environment; 
prevention  of  occupational  diseases,  and 
measures  to  prevent  injuries  at  work; 
organisation  and  supervision  of  a  service 
for  emergency  treatment  and  care  of 
injured  and  sick  workers  at  their  place  of 
work;  measures  for  rehabilitation  and  the 
resettlement  of  workers  suffering  from 
permanent  disability ;  education  of  workers 
in  preservation  of  health  and  promotion  of 
well-being;  and  finally,  the  promotion  of 
research.  Fitting  the  individual  into  his 
working  environment  entails  some  inquiry 
into  his  physical  and  mental  capacity,  as 
well  as  some  knowledge  of  what  is  required 
for  efficiency  and  safe  performance  of  the 
various  tasks.  The  Committee  makes  re- 
ference to  an  increasing  interest  of  the 
public  in  health  matters,  and  urges  that 
this  attitude  should  be  encouraged  among 
the  "consumers"  of  a  National  Health 
Service.  Some  non-medical  personnel  is 
envisaged  for  the  Service,  and  this  would 
include  "industrial  nurses,  social  workers, 
welfare  workers,  technical  specialists  (in- 
cluding psychologists)  and  lay  inspectors." 

Financing  the  Service 

Dealing  with  finances,  the  Committee 
disposes  of  the  objection  that  industry 
cannot  afford  such  a  health  service  by 
urging  that  the  opposite  is,  in  fact,  the 
truth,  namely  that  industry,  if  it  is  to 
maintain  efficiency  and  output,  cannot 
afford  to  be  without  a  health  service. 
Payment  for  the  service  by  the  State,  by 
employers,  by  a  levy  on  output  or  profits, 
or  by  a  capitation  levy,  is  discussed,  and  the 
Committee  appears  to  prefer  a  combination 
of  two  or  more  of  these  methods.

A  Wise  Decision 
t 

decision  of  the  Council  of  the  Phar- 
eutical  Society  to  invite  members  of 
pharmaceutical  Press  to  attend  future 
tings  of  Branch  Representatives  {C.&D., 
ruary  17,  p.  174)  will  be  endorsed  by  the 
e  majority  of  pharmacists.  Hitherto  it 
been  impossible  for  pharmaceutical  pub- 
tions  promptly  to  record  the  proceed- 
i,  because  of  the  lapse  of  time  between 
date  of  the  meeting  and  the  arrival  of 
official  report.  The  method  of  reporting 
tings  by  means  of  "hand-outs,"  i.e. 
Eicial"  descriptions  of  the  proceedings 
ulated  to  the  Press,  is  unfortunately 
too  prevalent  nowadays.  While  these 
uments  are  no  doubt  prepared  with  due 
5  and  deliberation,  in  practice  they 
ariably  lack  the  spontaneity  of  inde- 
dent  reports,  usually  savour  of  "spoon- 
ling"  public  opinion,  and  sometimes 
ye  readers  in  doubt  as  to  what  actually 
k  place. 

Vhile  the  change  of  practice,  which  has 
n  consistently  advocated  by  The 
emist  and  Druggist,  is  welcome,  the 
erve  shown  by  some  members  of  Council 
^ards  the  decision  is  not  without  signi- 
mce.  Mr.  A.  R.  Melhuish  claims  correctly 


that  "the  Council  should  have  the  right 
the  exclude  the  Press,"  but  Mr.  G.  R. 
Knox  Mawer  fears — in  our  view  without 
any  justification  from  the  facts  of  journal- 
istic practice — that  the  Press  may  not 
always  agree  to  retire  when  requested  to 
do  so.  Mr.  W.  J.  Tristram  is  to  be  com- 
mended for  pointing  out  that  no  such 
difficulty  is  likely  to  arise.  It  may  be  stated 
without  reserve  that  members  of  the  Press 
do  invariably  respect  a  request  by  the 
chairman  of  a  meeting  to  refrain  from 
reporting  any  particular  discussion,  and 
it  is  not  unusual  for  an  individual  speaker 
to  declare  that  he  is  "off  the  record,"  if  he 
does  not  want  his  particular  contribution 
to  appear  in  print.  Mr.  A.  A.  Meldrum,  in 
fact,  hit  the  nail  on  the  head  in  his  con- 
tention that  "Members  often  say  things 
at  these  meetings  that  they  do  not  want  to 
see  in  print,"  and  that  "in  many  cases  it 
would  be  better  if  they  were  reported." 
In  our  view  there  is  no  reason  to  suppose 
that  prompt  and  factual  reporting  will  in 
any  way  detract  from  the  usual  liveliness 
and  usefulness  of  the  discussions.  On  the 
contrary,  it  cannot  fail  to  stimulate  an 
enhanced  interest  in  their  own  affairs 
among  the  rank  and  file  of  pharmacy  who 
are  unable  to  attend  the  meetings. 

Patent  Fallacies 

A  correspondent  in  the  "Advertiser's 
Weekly"  (Mr.  Anthony  Riley,  Ph.D.), 
taking  part  in  a  controversy  on  proprietary 
medicine  advertising,  makes  a  number  of 
statements  about  which  chemists  will 
hardly  know  whether  to  be  annoyed  or 
amused.  "The  profit  ratio  to  the  chemist 
is  approximately  40  per  cent.,"  he  writes, 
"except  in  the  case  of  the  so-called  ' ethical ' 
and  imported  drugs — when  it  may  be  even 
more." 

We  are  familiar  with  the  ignorant  view 
that  the  chemist's  shop  is  an  El  Dorado 
that  maintains  its  owner  in  a  state  of 
affluence  at  which  persons  in  any  other 
walk  of  life  may  look  with  envy — a  view, 
incidentally,  that  finds  no  support  in  the 
"Wills"  figures  published  from  time  to 
time  in  the  C.  6-  D.  One  would  expect, 
however,  a  higher  standard  of  knowledge 
from  one  who  claims  to  have  had  "ten 
years'   experience  of  manufacturing  and 
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marketing  sound  and  worthy  products." 
Mr.  Riley  does  not  disclose  what  those 
products  are,  or  there  might  be  a  rush  of 
orders  from  pharmacists  who  are  accustomed 
to  a  universal  25  per  cent.  (22-2  per  cent, 
of  the  tax-inclusive  price),  and  who  cannot, 
even  with  the  extra  10  and  5  allowed  by  the 
extremely  rare  exception  among  manufac- 
turers, make  up  the  40  per  cent,  mentioned. 

But  that  is  not  all  .  .  .  "  Those  brands 
advertised  under  the  beneficent  descrip- 
tion of  'Chemists'  Friends'  (and  bearing 
the  magic  insignia  '  C.F.')  accord  the  chemist, 
under  this  wasteful  and  uneconomic  method 
of  distribution,  more  profit  on  one  counter 
sale  than  the  manufacturer  receives  prob- 
ably on  the  wholesale  sale  of  a  gross." 
Well,  well !  And  yet  the  writer  has  in  the 
same  letter  the  temerity  to  give  ' '  in  many 
instances  profits  tax"  as  one  of  the  manu- 
facturer's costs.  What  grosses  of  sound 
and  worthy  products  these  manufacturers 
Mr.  Riley  has  in  mind  must  distribute ! 
As  the  alternative  to  advertised  proprie- 
taries, again,  he  can  only  visualise  "a  far 
greater  evil  in  increased  substitution,  actu- 
ated by  whatever  the  chemist's  stock  happens 
to  be  at  the  time  of  the  purchase,"  giving 
"impetus  to  a  far  greater  evil  in  haphazard, 
snap-shot,  counter  prescribing,"  in  which 
there  is  not  even  any  pecuniary  advantage 
to  the  customer,  for  "in  place  of  the 
manufacturer  sharing  his  profit  (or  selling 
price)  with*  chemist,  wholesaler,  Govern- 
ment, and  newspaper  (by  way  of  advertis- 
ing cost),  the  chemist  retailer  takes  the  lot" 
(his  italics).  Discussing  the  economics  of 
"own  proprietaries"  with  one  or  two 
pharmacists  in  retail  business,  we  found, 
as  we  expected,  a  unanimity  of  view  that, 
while  these  products  enjoyed  worth-while 
sales  among  local  customers,  ingredient 
costs  alone  accounted  for  too  high  a  pro- 
portion of  the  selling  price  to  admit  of 
their  being  ever  launched  as  nationally 
advertised  remedies.  The  fantastic  profits 
suggested  in  the  phrase  "takes  the  lot" 
were  entirely  mythical, 

Mr.  Riley  concludes  "From  my  experience 
a  long-suffering  community  find  it  better 
to  live  in  hope  by  the  aid  of  an  appropriate 
proprietary  obtained  when  it  is  most 
needed,  than  die  in  despair  through  in- 
adequate medical  attention." 


Black  Market  Comb-outs 

The  checking  of  overcharges  in  pri 
regulated  goods  seems  to  vary,  like  1 
work  of  public  analysts,  according  to  1 
initiative  or  tenacity  of  the  local  author 
concerned.  A  Press  statement  recen 
issued  by  the  North  Midland  Reg: 
Price  Regulation  Committee  announ 
that  that  Committee  has  launched  up 
a  comprehensive  campaign  "to  smash 
sales  to  the  public  of  combs,  hair  gri 
elastic,  pins,  etc.,  at  excessive  pric 
particularly  by  market  traders."  A  co 
prehensive  review  of  the  situation  in  1 
region  had  disclosed  that  combs  a 
similar  articles  had  been  cornered 
"black-market"  operators,  who  were  usi 
market  traders  as  a  medium  of  supply 
the  public.  Substantial  quantities  of  su 
goods  were  being  supplied  by  the  bla 
marketeers  for  cash,  either  without 
voices  or  by  means  of  fictitious  ones,  ar 
as  a  result,  the  public  was  being  co: 
pelled  to  pay  fantastic  prices  for  essent 
articles  which  were  in  short  supply  a 
for  which  the  Board  pi  Trade  had  fix 
maximum  prices.  The  statement  gi\ 
a  table  of  comparative  figures  illustrati 
the  extent  of  the  "  racket"  shown  up  by 
investigations,  and  the  following  extrac 
from  the  table  reveal  abuses  with  whi 
many  of  our  subscribers  are  no  dou

Evidently  the  North  Midland  Committee 
nsiders  it  has  found  a  way  of  overcoming

-ercome  the  impediments  in  the  way  of 
acking  down  black-market  traders. 

Exports  in  1944 

3E  accounts  relating  to  the  export  trade 
the  United  Kingdom  for  the  years  1942, 
>43  and  1944  show  considerable  fluctua- 
3ns  in  export  trade  during  the  year  under 
view.  They  give  in  tabulated  form  the 
itailed  figures  for  United  Kingdom  ex- 
erts in  1944,  together  with  the  com- 
axable  figures  for  the  two  previous  years, 
s  in  the  accounts  previously  published, 


all  the  figures  relate  to  U.K.  produce  and 
manufactures,  and  exclude  re-exports. 
For  the  year  as  a  whole,  exports  were 
£25  million  more  than  in  1943,  but  they 
failed  by  ^13  million  to  reach  the  1942 
total,  notwithstanding  a  considerable  rise 
in  prices.  The  figure  for  May  (^30-8  million) 
is  exceptional,  being  swollen  by  the  inclu- 
sion in  that  month  of  substantial  arrears 
of  export  to  Russia.  Allowing  for  this,  it 
may  be  said  that  for  the  first  five  months 
of  the  year  the  value  of  goods  imported  was 
rather  more  than  that  of  a  year  earlier. 
The  diversion  of  internal  transport  and  of 
shipping  in  connexion  with  D-day  in  June 
caused  a  marked  fall  in  exports  during  that 
and  the  two  succeeding  months. 

The  value  of  "chemicals,  drugs,  dyes  and 
colours"  exported  during  1944  was 
^28,092,831,  a  higher  figure  than  those  of 
the  two  previous  years,  and  over  £6  million 
greater  than  the  figure  for  1938.  It  is  stated 
in  this  connexion  that  increased  exports 
of  ammonium  sulphate,  benzol  and  drugs 
were  offset  by  reductions  for  finished  dye- 
stuffs  and  sodium  compounds.  The  value 
of  drugs,  medicines  and  medicinal  prepara- 
tions exported  during  the  three  years  1942, 
1943  and  1944,  is  given  in  the  following 
table : —

WOOL  ALCOHOLS  IN  OFFICIAL  OINTMENTS! 

by  !.  Michaels,  B.Sc,  Ph.C,  A.R.I.C. 


Much  criticism,  not  all  of  it  completely 
justified,  has  been  levelled  at  the  formulas 
of  ointment  of  wool  alcohols  and  hydrous 
ointment.  The  Sixth  Addendum  prescribed 
the  following  formula  for  ointment  of  wool 
alcohols : — 

Wool  alcohols  .  .  .  .  6o 
Hard  paraffin  .  .  240 

Soft  paraffin  .  .  .  .  100 
Liquid  paraffin  .  .  .  .  600 
Either  the  white  or  the  yellow  variety  of 
soft  paraffin  could  be  used.  In  the  Seventh 
Addendum  there  is  the  proviso  that  the 
proportion  of  the  paraffins  may  be  varied, 
and  that  the  liquid  paraffin  may  be  wholly 
or  partly  replaced  by  light  liquid  paraffin, 
in  order  to  produce  an  ointment  having 
suitable  properties.  Hydrous  ointment  is 
made  by  incorporating  an  equal  quantity  of 
water  into  ointment  of  wool  alcohols. 

Alternative  Methods 

Various  workers  have  recorded  their 
methods.  Firth  (1943)  was  unable  to  pro- 
duce a  satisfactory  ointment  of  wool  alcohols 
from  the  official  formula  as  laid  down  in  the 
Sixth  Addendum.  The  product  he  obtained 
was  granular  and  unsightly,  and  he'  found 
it  impossible  to  prevent  formation  of  hard 
masses  in  the  finished  base.  These  masses 
were  undoubtedly  due  to  the  hard  paraffin. 
By  altering  the  formula  to 

Wool  alcohols       .  .        .  .  60 
Hard  paraffin        .  .        .  .  140 
Soft  paraffin         .  .        .  .  200 
Liquid  paraffin      .  .        .  .  600 
he  was  able  to  prepare  a  far  more  elegant 
and  suitable  product,  from  which  a  satis- 
factory hydrous  ointment  was  not  difficult 
to  make.      The  problem  was  overcome, 
therefore,  by  decreasing  the  proportion  of 
hard  paraffin  and  increasing  the  amount  of 
soft  paraffin.    Hedley  (1943)  advocated  a 
slightly  different  method  of  altering  the 
proportion  of  the  paraffins.   He  used 

Wool  alcohols  .  .  .  .  6-25 
Hard  paraffin        .  .        .  .  25-00 

Soft  paraffin  18-75 

Liquid  paraffin  .  .  .  .  50-00 
and  obtained  a  suitable  ointment  of  wool 
alcohols.  It  appears,  however,  that  the 
hydrous  ointment  made  from  this  base  was 
not  very  stable.  Obviously  the  number  of 
combinations  of  paraffins  which  might  be 
used  to  produce  equally  satisfactory  products 
must  be  large.  Ratcliffe  (1943)  believed 
that  the  melting  points  of  the  hard  and  soft 
paraffins  contributed  to  the  appearance  and 


suitability  of  the  final  preparation.  He  u: 
paraffins    having    the    following  melti 
points:    Hard  paraffin,   560  C,   and  s< 
paraffin,  450  C.  The  Pharmacopoeia  perm 
a  melting  range  from  380  C.  to  460  C. 
its  soft  paraffin,  and  500  C.  to  6o°  C.  for 
hard  paraffin.    Ratcliffe  was  able  to  ma 
satisfactory    ointments    using    the  Six 
Addendum  formula.    He  advocated  care: 
technique  in  melting  the  paraffins,  and 
adding  the  water  to  convert  the  base 
hydrous  ointment.     Gemmell  (1944)  h 
no  difficulty  in  preparing  ointments  to  t 
formula  of  the  Sixth  Addendum.    He,  t 
recommended  a  careful  technique.  Ti 
melting-points  of  the  paraffins  used  by 
were  not  stated. 

From  this  survey  of  published  work 
the  preparation  of  the  new  ointment  base 
it  is  reasonable  to  conclude  that  a  carefHiff 
technique  is  essential  for  successful  resull 
The-  other  factor  which  comes  to  light 
the  importance  of  melting-points  of  the  ha 
and  soft  paraffins.  The  wide  range  of  me] 
ing-points  of  the  official  substances  makes 
probable    that    the    varying  experienc 
obtained  by  different  workers  is  due 
combining  paraffins  of  different  meltin 
points.      Ointments  made  with  sampl 
having  low  melting-points  would  be  soft 
and  less  granular  than  those  with  sampL 
of  high  melting-points.  This  would  be  mo: 
marked  in  the  case  of  the  hard  than  of  tl 
soft  variety. 

Machine  and  Hand  Methods 

Another  important  factor,  but  one  whic 
concerns  only  the  hydrous  ointment,  is  thl 
manner  in  which  the  emulsion  is  made.  Al 
emulsion  made  by  means  of  a  pestle  an] 
mortar  can  never  compete  in  appearand 
with  that  made  by  means  of  a  homogenise! 
or  an  ointment  mill.   The  finer  the  globule 
of  oil  (in  this  instance  the  paraffins)  in  thl 
disperse  phase,  the  whiter  and  more  stab! 
the  emulsion.    It  is  realised  that  such  mal 
chinery  is  neither  possessed  by  all  thos 
desirous   of  making  emulsion  ointments 
nor  readily  available  should  they  wish  t| 
purchase  it.    On  the  manufacturing  scale 
however,   it  is  difficult  to  imagine  ho\ 
large  quantities  of  the  emulsion  ointmentjij 
can  be  made  without  a  mill  or  a  homo| 
geniser.     Nevertheless,  it  is  still  possible 
now  that  the  Seventh  Addendum  authorise!! 
the  variation  in  the  proportion  of  the  parafl 
fins  and  the  substitution  of  light  liquicj 
paraffin  for  liquid  paraffin,  to  make  smal|

be  gained  by  stirring  until  cold,  although 
such  a  procedure  in  no  way  affects  the 
finished  product.  If  it  is  decided  to  allow 
the  ointment  to  cool  without  stirring,  it  is 
essential  that  the  material  should  not  be 
disturbed  at  all  during  this  period  and  for 
several  hours  afterwards.  In  fact  it  is 
preferable  to  allow  it  to  stand  overnight 
before  removal. 

Ointment  of  Salicylic  Acid 

The  only  official  medicated  ointment 
made  from  ointment  of  wool  alcohols  is 
ointment  of  salicylic  acid.  This  contains 
2  per.  cent,  salicylic  acid.  If  the  ointment  of 
wool  alcohols  has  been  made  previously,  it 
is  necessary  to  melt  it  at  as  low  a  tempera- 
ture as  possible,  and  then  incorporate  the 
salicylic  acid  in  fine  powder.  The  ointment 
must  then  be  stirred  until  cold.  When  a 
batch  of  ointment  of  salicylic  acid  is  to  be 
made  ab  initio,  the  ointment  of  wool 
alcohols  is  made  first,  and,  whilst  it  is  still 
molten,  the  salicylic  acid  added.  Again  the 
preparation  must  be  stirred  whilst  cooling. 
On  a  small  scale  a  satisfactory  preparation 
can  be  made  by  incorporating  the  salicylic 
acid  into  the  warm  base  by  levigation  on  a 
tile,  or  trituration  in  a  warm  mortar. 

Hydrous  Ointment 

Hydrous  ointment  is  to  contain  equal 
parts  of  ointment  of  wool  alcohols  and 
distilled  water.  It  has  been  found  necessary 
to  vary  the  formula  of  the  ointment  of 
wool  alcohols  to  be  used  as  the  base, 
according  to  the  method  chosen  for  the 
preparation  of  the  hydrous  ointment. 

Ointment  Mill  Method. — The  use  of  an 
ointment  mill  produces  preparations  vastly 
superior  to  those  resulting  from  any  other 
method.  The  only  alteration  found  neces- 
sary to  the  official  formula  for  the  prepara- 
tion of  the  ointment  of  wool  alcohols  has 
been  the  substitution  of  light  liquid  paraffin 
for  liquid  paraffin.  The  following  formula 
was  found  to  give  excellent  results : — 


Wool  alcohols 

60 

Hard  paraffin 

240 

Soft  paraffin 

100 

Light  liquid  paraffin 

600 

Distilled  water 

1,000 

The  ointment  of  wool  alcohols  is  made 
exactly  as  before.  Whilst  still  warm,  the 
correct  amount  of  water,  at  a  temperature 
of  about  400  C,  is  added  gradually,  with 
constant  stirring.  The  emulsion  is  then 
triturated  briskly  until  a  smooth  cream  is 
obtained.  When  quite  firm,  but  still  warm, 
the  ointment  is  passed  through  the  oint- 
ment  mill.  An  even  better  product  may  be 
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obtained  if  the  ointment  is  milled  a  second 
time. 

HOMOGENISER  AND  MORTAR  METHOD.— 

The  base  recommended  under  ointment  of 
wool  alcohols  was  found  satisfactory  for  the 
preparations  of  hydrous  ointment  when  a 
homogeniser  is  available.  The  complete 
formula  is  as  follows  : — 


Wool  alcohols  .  .  .  .  60 

Hard  paraffin  .  .  .  .  170 

Soft  paraffin  ...  .  .  170 

Liquid  paraffin  .  .  .  .  600 

Distilled  water  . .  . .  1,000 


The  method  of  preparation  of  the  base  is 
unaltered.  The  water  should  be  added 
when  the  molten  paraffins  and  wool  alco- 
hols are 'at  about  550  C.  It  is  important 
that  the  water  should  be  at  the  same 
temperature.  Stirring  is  continued  until 
the  temperature  falls  to  about  400  C,  by 
which  time  the  emulsion  will  have  formed 
and  the  product  should  be  thick  and  creamy. 
At  this  stage  convenient  portions  are 
transferred  to  a  warm  homogeniser  and 
homogenised.  The  main  bulk  of  the  non- 
homogenised  ointment  should  be  kept  at 
about  400  C.  whilst  waiting  to  be  passed 
through  the  machine.  For  the  preparation 
of  small  batches  by  hand,  the  molten 
paraffins  and  wool  alcohols  at  about  550  C. 
are  added  to  a  warm  mortar.  Water  at  the 
same  temperature  is  then  added  with  con- 
stant stirring.  The  emulsion  so  formed  is 
triturated  vigorously  until  a  smooth  cream 
is  obtained. 

The  composition  of  hydrous  ointment  of 
ammoniated  mercury  is  1  per  cent,  ammoni- 
ated  mercury  in  hydrous  ointment  base. 
On  a  small  scale  the  ammoniated  mercury 
is  triturated  with  a  portion  of  the  base  until 
smooth.  The  remainder  of  the  base  is  then 
incorporated  and  the  product  made  homo- 
genous. Hydrous  ointment  of  zinc  oxide 
contains  1-5  per  cent,  zinc  oxide  in  hydrous 
ointment.  The  ointment  is  made  in  the 
same  way  as  the  ammoniated  mercury 
preparation. 

Stability  and  Storage  of  Hydrous  Ointment 

Samples  of  hydrous  ointment  prepared 
by  the  three  different  methods,  namely  in 
an  ointment  mill,  in  a  homogeniser,  and 
in  a  mortar,  were  placed  in  an  incubator  at 
370  C,  and  examined  after  four  hours.  All 
were  quite  soft.  There  were  no  signs  of 
separation  of  the  two  phases  from  the  sam- 
ple made  in  the  mill.  Samples  made  in  the 
homogeniser  and  in  the  mortar  showed 
signs  of  separation,  the  latter  in  greater 
'  degree.   The  test  was  repeated,  leaving  the 


samples  in  the  incubator  for  only 
hours.  There  were  no  indications  of  sej 
tion  after  this  shortened  exposure, 
to  be  concluded  that  hydrous  oin1 
B.P.,  is  best  made  in  an  ointment 
Because  of  the  comparatively  large  am 
of  water  the  preparation  is  intendei 
absorb,  to  prepare  a  permanently  sJ 
emulsion  by  hand  that  will  withstand 
climatic  conditions  seems  hardly  pos 
However,  for  temperate  climates,  the 
mulas  submitted  maintain  their  stafc 
for  quite  long  periods.  At  room  term;

The  Sixth  Addendum  recommends 
hydrous  ointment,  and  ointments 
from  it,  should  be  kept  in  well-cl 
containers  made  from  non-absorbent  im 
ial,  in  a  cool  place.  The  Pharmacol 
Commission  recognises  that  such  ointm 
may  be  unstable,  but  states  that  aqu 
liquid  which  may  separate  out  is  re- 
re-incorporated  by  trituration.

Apprenticeship  Championed 

The  Chairman  of  the  meeting  (Mr.  C.  S. 
Challinor)  considered  apprenticeship  in  the 
shop  one  of  the  most  vital  factors  for  the 
good  of  retail  pharmacy,  whatever  might 
be  its  name.  The  modern  trend  to  thrust 
apprenticeship  into  the  background  was  a 
great  mistake. 

Mr.  H.  M.  Hirst  said  constant  changes  in 
Council  membership  and  committee  chair- 
manships gave  Government  officials  an 
opportunity  to  take  advantage  of  the 
breaks  in  continuity.  He  was  entirely 
opposed  to  health  centres  as  a  means  of 
distribution  of  medicines.  Nobody  should 
be  allowed  into  pharmacy  from  war  service 
except  those  who  went  in  from  pharmacy. 

Mr.  H.  Steinman  congratulated  Leeds  on 
having  a  vigorous  man  like  Mr.  T.  Heseltine 
on  both  the  N.P.U.  Executive  and  the 
Pharmaceutical  Council,  and  asked  that  the 
Manchester  area,  with  its  great  pharmacy 
personnel,  should  be  given  a  similar  dual 
representation  through  himself. 

Mr.  B.  Foster  spoke  specially  on  behalf 
of  employee  pharmacists  who,  he  suggested, 
had  a  right  to  a  more  effective  say  in  the 
work  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Council.  Mr. 
Foster  considered  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  had  failed  to  promote  the  complete 
unity  in  pharmacy  for  which  the  oppor- 
tunity had  arisen. 

Mr.  Fisher,  questioning  Messrs.  Hirst 
and  Phillipson,  hoped  complaints  of  "over- 
education"  merely  meant  there  was  a 
certain  amount  of  "needless  clutter"  which 
might  be  -removed  from  the  syllabus  but 
contended  that  much  of  what  seemed 
useless  to  the  prospective  shop  chemist 
was  likely  to  prove  useful  in  the  new 
National  Health  Service.  He  did  not  mind 
what  apprenticeship  might  be  called,  but 
they  owed  a  duty  to  the  younger  people,  and 
he  suggested  there  were  still  many  shops  not 
properly  fitted  to  give  that  teaching.

^pointed  day,"  i.e.  the  day  on  which  the 
•vision  of  the  Bill  will  come  into  opera- 
a  ;  and  that  the  exceptional  deprecia-

lustrial  Buildings  Defined 

The  definition  of  the  expression  "indus- 
il  building  or  structure"  confines  the 
plication  of  these  provisions  in  general 

productive  industry.  Dwelling-houses, 
ail  shops,  showrooms,  hotels  and  offices 
:  specifically  excluded,  but  in  certain  in- 
nces  an  exception  is  made  in  favour  of 
ildings  such  as  houses  provided  for 
rkpeople.  The  initial  allowance  of  10 
•  cent,  of  the  capital  expenditure  on 
lustrial  buildings  applies  only  to  new 
istruction  and  will  be  given  to  the  per- 
l  who  incurred  the  expenditure,  namely 
:  trader  if  he  constructs  a  building  for 

own  occupation,  or  the  landlord  if  he 
istructs  a  building  to  let  to  a* trader, 
e  annual  allowance  of  2  per  cent,  of  the 
it  of  construction  of  the  building  will 
lilarly  be  given  to  the  trader  (or  his  suc- 
sor  in  title)  if  he  incurred  the  expendi- 
e,  or  the  landlord  (or  his  successor)  if  the 
penditure  was  incurred  by  him.  The 
riual  allowance  is  not  confined  to  new 
ildihgs,  but  will  extend  to  all  industrial 
ildings  erected  less  than  fifty  years  before 
3  appointed  day  and  will  be  given  for  the 
nainder,  after  the  appointed  day,  of  a 
i  of  fifty  years.  The  effect  of  the  initial 
□wance  of  10  per  cent,  and  the  annual 
owance  of  2  per  cent,  in  the  case  of  a 
w  industrial  building  is  to  write  off  the 
st  over  a  period  of  forty-five  years.  If  the 


building  is  scrapped  before  the  end  of  this 
period,  a  balancing  allowance  will  be  given 
in  the  year  of  scrapping  equal  to  the  amount 
of  expenditure  still  unallowed.  A  balancing 
allowance  will  also  be  given  if  the  building 
is  sold  and  the  proceeds  of  sale  are  less  than 
the  expenditure  unallowed.  These  provi- 
sions ensure  that  the  total  cost  of.  new 
buildings  is  written  off  over  the  actual  life 
of  the  building. 

Machinery  and  Plant 

The  initial  allowance  of  20  per  cent,  is  to 
be  given  on  capital  expenditure  incurred 
(or  treated  as  incurred)  on  or  after  the  ap- 
pointed day  on  the  provision  of  plant  and 
machinery,  including  second-hand  as  well 
as  new.  Like  the  initial  allowance  for  indus- 
trial buildings,  it  will  be  given  for  the  year 
of  assessment  in  the  basis  period  for  which 
the  expenditure  was  incurred  (or  treated  as 
incurred) .  Where,  in  the  case  of  a  continuing 
business,  plant  or  machinery  is  scrapped  on 
or  after  the  appointed  day  before  the  whole 
of  the  cost  has  been  allowed  for  taxation 
purposes,  a  balancing  allowance  is  to  be 
made  of  the  amount  of  the  cost  still  un- 
allowed. A  balancing  allowance  will  also 
be  given  where  plant  or  machinery  is  sold, 
and  the  proceeds  of  sale  are  less  than  the 
expenditure  still  unallowed  (that  is,  the 
cost  less  allowances  previously  given).  As 
regards  the  measure  of  wear  and  tear  allow- 
ances, the  Bill  provides  that  the  plant  and 
machinery  on  which  wear  and  tear  allow- 
ances may  be  claimed  for  any  year  of 
assessment  is  to  be  the  plant  and  ma- 
chinery in  use  at  the  end  of  the  basis  period 
for  .the  year  of  assessment,  and  that  the 
ordinary  rates  of  wear  and  tear  allowances 
are  to  be  increased  by  one-quarter  in  place 
of  the  existing  addition  of  one-fifth. 

An  annual  allowance  is  to  be  given  in 
respect  of  capital  expenditure  on  the  pur- 
chase of  patent  rights  incurred  on  or  after 
the  appointed  day;  the  allowance  will  be 
given  on  the  basis  of  spreading  the  expendi- 
ture over  seventeen  years  or  the  life  of  the 
rights  acquired,  if  shorter.  A  corresponding 
charge,  on  the  basis  of  a  six-year  spread, 
is  to  be  made  on  the  vendor.  Provision  is 
made  for  a  balancing  allowance  to  be  given 
where  patent  rights  terminate  or  are  sold 
for  a  figure  less  than  the  *  amount  of  the 
expenditure  still  unallowed,  and  for  a 
balancing  charge  to  be  made  where  the 
proceeds  of  sale  exceed  the  expenditure 
still  unallowed.  Relief  will  be  given  in 
respect  of  an  income  from  patent  rights, 
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Spot  quotations  for  pharmaceutical  chemicals,  crude  drugs  and  essential  oils  represe 
the  prices  for  wholesale  quantities  of  standard  quality.  C.i.f.  quotations  do  not  inclu<

After  the  slightly  improved  conditions 
noted  last  week,  business  in  the  London 
drug  and  chemical  markets  has  settled  down 
again  to  small-scale  routine  trading.  There 
is  no  lack  of  inquiry,  but  the  absence  of 
stocks  of  many  items  presents  a  formidable 
difficulty.  Prices  show  practically  no  move- 
ment on  the  week,  though,  in  Pharma- 
ceutical Chemicals,  makers  report  a 
steady  business  with  satisfactory  supply 
position. 


Crude  Drugs 

Business  in  this  section  continues  slow, 
with  no  features  demanding  comment. 
Prices  show  no  appreciable  change  on  the 
week,  and  the  general  tone  is  firm.  Cape 
Aloes  is  in  considerable  request,  but  no 
supplies  appear  to  be  available.  As  noted 
last  week,  Balsam  Peru  has  a  firmer 
tendency.  No  stocks  of  Benzoin  are 
available  to  meet  the  continuing  demand. 
Cloves  is  fractionally  dearer  on  the  spot.

Remuneration  for  Dispensing 

Sir, — Mr.  J.  D.  Mallinson  is  rightly 
apprehensive  in  his  letter  (C.  6-  D.,  Feb- 
ruary 17,  p.  182)  about  future  terms  for 
Government  dispensing.  In  all  negotiations 
with  chemists  the  Government  has  based 
its  offers  on  definite  payment  for  actual 
services  rendered.  The  Treasury  controls 
Government  expenditure  of  all  kinds,  and  at 
negotiating  conferences  Treasury  officials 
are  generally  present.  These  officers,  bred 
in  "the  lore  of  nicely  calculated  less  or 
more,"  weigh  each  particular  item  of  service 
against  cash  value  and  fail  utterly  to  assess 
those  imponderable  qualities  of  professional 
skill  and  experience  which  the  practising 
pharmacist  brings  to  bear  upon  all  his  work. 
The  ability  gained  by  the  practical  applica- 
tion of  theoretical  principles,  knowledge  of 
which  is  acquired  by  training,  is  never  so 
readily  accorded  a  cash  value  as  material 
ingredients  in  a  prescription  or  twenty 
minutes  of  time  spent  on  a  manipulative 
operation.  All  pharmaceutical  National 
Health  Insurance  history  bears  this  out.
